To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

AND  SANITATION  AND  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD 

WELFARE  COMMITTEES. 

LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  privilege  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  the  year  1947. 

No  doubt  you  would  wish  me  to  place  on  record  an 
appreciation  of  the  long  and  devoted  service  rendered  to  the 
Borough  by  Dr.  A.  M.  Erskine  from  1902  to  1946,  during  which 
period  remarkable  advances  were  achieved  in  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  town. 

Dr.  Erskine  continues  to  serve  the  Borough  as  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

During  the  interim  period  Dr.  F.  Wigglesworth,  of 
Howden,  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  on  the  1st 
November  I took  up  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Borough  and  County  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for 
Division  No.  10  (Goole  Borough,  Selby  Urban  and  Goole  and 
Selby  Rural  Districts). 

The  health  of  the  Borough  during  1947  was  good  on  the 
whole  and  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
low,  with  the  exception  of  measles.  Poliomyelitis  was  wide- 
spread throughout  the  country  during  the  summer  and  autumn 
and  three  cases  with  two  deaths  occurred  in  Goole. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
occurred.  1946  and  1947  are  the  only  years  in  which  no  cases 
of  diphtheria  have  occurred  since  1889,  and  it  must  be  pre- 
sumed that  local  and  national  immunisation  efforts  have 
played  an  important  part.  The  number  of  children  protected 
is  much  higher  than  indicated  in  the  table  in  the  Report,  and 
it  is  hoped  to  carry  out  a census  in  the  near  future  so  that 
a more  accurate  assessment  can  be  made. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  are  very  satisfactory, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  comparative  tables  for  the  last  ten 
years  now  included  in  the  Report.  The  death  rate  of  IT 09 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  below  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  birth  rate  was  24-5,  the  highest  rate  for  24  years, 
i.e.,  since  1923,  when  the  rate  was  25- 8. 

An  infant  mortality  rate  of  39  compares  favourably  with 
the  rates  of  45  for  the  West  Riding  and  41  for  England  and 
Wales,  but  efforts  must  be  made  to  further  lower  this  figure. 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  1947. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  rendered  good 
service  throughout  the  year  and,  in  spite  of  a temporary 
falling  off  of  attendances  during  the  poliomyelitis  outbreak, 
the  attendance  of  babies  under  one  year  of  age  showed  a 
slight  increase  over  1946.  The  Health  Visitors  have  carried 
out  their  duties  both  in  the  Centre  and  in  home  visiting 
in  a highly  efficient  manner. 


The  Maternity  Home  admitted  148  cases  for  confinement 
during  1947,  which  was  24  less  than  m the  previous  year. 
However,  14  more  mothers  were  confined  in  institutions 
other  than  the  Maternity  Home,  than  in  1946.  It  is  credit- 
able to  record  that  133  babies  were  wholly  breast-fed  at  the 
time  of  discharge  from  the  Home. 

Two  small  and  mild  outbreaks  of  pemphigus  neonatorum 
occurred,  3 cases  in  August  and  2 in  November,  but  routine 
measures  limited  the  incidence  and  there  were  no  serious 
consequences. 

The  problem  of  nursing  and  domestic  staffing  has  been 
most  difficult  during  the  year  and  the  Matron  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  maintaining  a satisfactory  service  under  such 
difficult  circumstances. 

I would  draw  your  attention  to  the  comments  made  by 
the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in  Part  IT  of  this  Report  on 
housing,  milk  and  ice  cream.  The  housing  position  in  Goole, 
as  elsewhere  in  the  country,  is  deplorable,  and  everything 
possible  is  being  done  to  secure  at  least  some  measure  of 
comfort  for  those  who  have  to  live  in  houses  virtually  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  The  overcrowding  and  discomfort  of 
those  living  in  lodgings  can  only  be  relieved  when  an  adequate 
building  programme  is  permitted. 

The  standard  of  milk  and  ice  cream  retailed  in  the 
Borough  is  on  the  whole  fairly  satisfactory,  but  constant 
supervision  and  frequent  sampling  is  necessary  to  maintain  a 
reasonable  purity. 

One  defect  inconsistent  with  the  high  standard  of  sani- 
tation in  the  Borough — namely  the  Hook  Drain — requires 
remedying  at  an  early  date. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chair- 
men and  Members  of  the  Committees,  the  Staffs  of  the  Depart- 
ments and  the  Voluntary  Workers  for  their  co-operation  and 
consideration  during  1947.

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To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

AND  SANITATION  COMMITTEE. 

GENTLEMEN, 

I present  my  twelfth  annual  report  on  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  members  of  the  inspectorial  staff.  As  far  as  is 
practicable  the  report  is  in  tabular  form,  but  some  comment 
would  perhaps  be  useful. 

FOOD. — The  inspection  of  food  and  of  the  premises  in 
which  it  is  stored,  prepared,  or  sold  is  an  important  part 
of  our  duty.  The  Public  Cattle  Market  and  Slaughterhouse 
are  still  in  use  as  a live-stock  collecting  centre  and  controlled 
slaughterhouse  respectively.  All  animals  slaughtered  are 
inspected  and  judged  in  conformity  with  the  methods  and 
criteria  set  out  in  Memo.  62  Foods.  The  large  quantity  of 
meat  condemned  at  the  public  slaughterhouse  indicates  the 
necessity  and  utility  of  the  food  inspection  service.  The  horse 
slaughterhouse  in  Albert  Street  has  been  busy  throughout  the 
year,  more  than  one  thousand  horses  having  been  slaughtered 
for  human  consumption.  A full  report  on  the  condition  of 
these  premises  will  be  found  on  page  16  of  my  report  for 
1946.  The  occupier  is  erecting  a modern  slaughterhouse  in 
Bentley,  Doncaster,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  com- 
pleted and  put  into  use  earl^^  in  1948.  The  closing  of  the 
existing  premises  will  remove  what  is  undoubtedly  a serious 
sanitary  defect. 

MILK. — Approximately  96%  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the 
Borough  is  heat  treated  and  we  have  attempted  to  submit 
six  samples  of  milk  for  laboratory  examination  weekly.  Of 
the  processed  milk  96%  satisfied  the  Phosphatase  Test,  but 
the  percentage  satisfying  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test 
was  only  83%,  due  to  the  failure  of  one  producer  to  satisfy 
the  test  for  several  consecutive  weeks.  The  flaw  was  dis- 
covered and  remedied  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  failure  will 
not  recur  in  so  marked  a manner.  It  will  be  noted  that  only 
30  % of  the  samples  of  raw  milk  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue 
Reduction  Test.  Six  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  a 
biological  T.B.  test,  with  negative  results  in  each  sample.  Out 
of  33  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  the  public  analyst,  2 con- 
tained less  than  the  statutory  3%  of  butter  fat,  probably  due 
to  the  failure  of  the  retailers  to  plunge  the  milk  in  the  churns 
before  replenishing  their  handcans,  and  the  vendor  of  each 
sample  was  cautioned  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council. 
Two  samples  contained  added  water;  the  roundsman  was  found 
to  have  watered  the  milk  after  stealing  a quantity.  He  was 
prosecuted  for  the  theft  of  the  milk  and  was  ordered  to  pay 
£3/15/0  costs.  Sixteen  other  samples  contained  slightly  less 
than  the  statutory  8-5%  of  solids-not-fat,  but  the  freezing 
point  test  revealed  that  they  were  genuine. 
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ICE  CREAM. — Out  of  twelve  samples  submitted  for 
laboratory  examination  according  to  the  methods  recommended 
by  the  Medical  Research  Council,  eight  proved  satisfactory 
and  four  unsatisfactory.  The  chemical  analysis  of  eleven 
samples  revealed  astonishing  variations  in  the  constitution  of 
the  article,  ranging  from  17-27%  to  34%  of  total  solids  and 
from  0-08%  to  8-60%  of  fat.  There  are  five  persons  making 
ice  cream  in  the  Borough,  one  in  a fairly  large  way  ; the 
other  four  are  very  small  manufacturers.  Two  fairly  large 
firms  from  outside  the  Borough  retail  ice  cream  in  the 
Borough.  Three  establishments  retail  the  well  known  pro- 
prietary brands  of  ice  cream.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  the 
necessary  equipment  has  made  it  impossible  to  strictly  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regula- 
tions, 1947,  but  it  is  hoped  that  before  the  1948  season  gets 
into  full  swing  this  will  have  been  remedied. 

SHELL  FISH. — The  importing  of  Dutch  Mussels  has  been 
restarted  and  although  these  are  accompanied  by  a certificate 
from  the  Netherlands  Fisheries  Officer  that  they  are  from 
sources  free  from  pollution,  samples  have  been  submitted  for 
laboratory  examination  and  declared  fit  for  human 
consumption. 

PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY. — Every  dwelling  house  in  the 
town  has  a piped  water  supply  within  its  curtilage  and  apart 
from  one  side  of  Spencer  Street  and  about  one  hundred  of 
the  oldest  houses  in  the  town,  each  house  has  a separate  water 
supply  inside  the  house.  Samples  have  been  taken  monthly 
by  both  this  department  and  the  water  department  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  quarterly  by  the  water  depart- 
ment for  chemical  analysis.  All  the  samples  taken  proved 
satisfactory,  so  that  during  the  whole  of  the  year  the  water 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  (a)  quality  and  (b)  quantity. 

HOUSING. — Housing  Administration  in  all  its  various 
forms  continues  to  be  the  chief  duty  of  the  department.  The 
routine  inspection  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  and  veri- 
fication of  applications  for  Council  houses  takes  a great  deal 
of  time.  Shortages  of  labour  and  materials  make  it  most 
difficult  to  get  essential  repairs  carried  out  and  the  deteriora- 
tion of  property  which  was  so  marked  during  the  war  years 
continues  at  an  ever-increasing  pace,  piling  up  an  unenviable 
legacy  for  someone.  Although  438  notices,  many  of  them  con- 
taining several  items  of  disrepair,  were  complied  with  during 
the  year,  there  yet  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  270 
notices  which  were  not  complied  with.  The  great  problem, 
however,  is  in  the  shortage  of  houses.  Despite  the  fact  that 
since  the  cessation  of  hostilities  with  Germany  the  Council 
has  created  119  new  tenancies  (by  the  completion  of  86  new 
houses  and  33  casual  vacancies),  there  are  still  nearly  450 
families  who  have  no  home  of  their  own  and  are  sharing 
someone  else’s  home.  This  state  of  affairs  can  be  unpleasant 
even  in  a reasonably  commodious  house  with  affection  and 
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toleration  on  each  side,  but  the  consequences  in  a small  incon- 
venient house  without  the  bond  of  relationship  can  be  well 
imagined.  Unfortunately,  we  are  likely  to  have  this  problem 
with  us  for  several  years  unless  the  present  rate  of  building 
can  be  greatly  accelerated.  The  conditions  of  overcrowding 
and  discomfort  under  which  many  families  are  now  living  must 
surely  have  serious  influences  on  health,  happiness,  temper, 
family  life,  character  and  citizenship,  and  it  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  both  local  and  central  government  and  to  the  benefit 
of  the  community  to  see  that  these  undesirable  conditions  are 
abated  as  early  as  is  practicable.  The  hutted  camp  in  Cen- 
tenary Road,  originally  a military  camp  and  then  a prison 
camp  for  German  soldiers  was  vacated  by  the  military 
authorities  in  August  and  was  quickly  occupied  b}^  squatters. 
The  twenty-two  Nissen-type  huts  were  occupied  by  22  families 
made  up  of  44  adults  and  37  children.  All  these  families  had 
been  living  in  someone  else’s  house  as  sub-tenants  and  had 
taken  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  a habitation  of  their  own. 
For  several  months  they  have  lived  in  the  camp  without  proper 
cooking  facilities,  inadequate  means  of  heating  and  ventila- 
tion, neither  gas  nor  electricity,  no  sinks  or  proper  means  for 
the  disposal  of  slop-water,  sanitary  conveniences  inadequate 
in  number  and  inconveniently  sited,  no  proper  food  stores  or 
accommodation  for  domestic  washing,  and  only  a few  of  the 
huts  have  an  internal  water  supply.  Fortunately,  arrange- 
ments have  now  been  made  to  remedy  these  serious  defects, 
and  the  conversion  of  the  three  unoccupied  Tarran-type  huts 
into  six  temporary  dwellings,  and  the  work  was  started  on 
January  1st,  1943.  The  Common  Lodging  House,  2 Cross 
Ouse  Street,  has  been  removed  from  the  register  at  the 
request  of  the  owner,  and  is  now  occupied  as  a private 
dwelling.  The  conditions  at  Bk.  33,  North  Street,  and  6/8, 
Doyle  Street,  are  still  as  described  in  the  report  for  1945, 
page  14. 


RODENTS. — Complaints  of  infestations  are  investigated 
by  the  inspectorial  staff,  so  that  the  discovery  and  curing  of 
sanitary  and  structural  defects  can  proceed  simultaneously 
with  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice.  When  business  pre- 
mises are  concerned  we  attemipt  to  train  some  responsible 
employee  in  the  methods  approved  of  by  the  Ministry,  and 
in  this  we  have  been  very  successful.  The  incidence  of 
infestation  in  private  premises  is  small  and  we  deal  with  these 
in  our  stride,  varying  our  procedure  to  suit  the  varying 
circumstances. 


MISCELLANEOUS.  — Perhaps  the  most  important  and 
valuable  work  in  all  branches  of  public  health  administration 
is  the  least  spectacular  ; advice  and  persuasion  where  mild 
methods  suffice  ; vigilance  and  enforcement  of  the  public 


health  regulations  in  the  few  cases  where  people  are  not 
co-operative.  The  value  of  such  work  cannot  be  accurately 
measured,  but  without  sacrificing  any  modesty  we  can  perhaps 
claim  that  the  usefulness  of  all  public  health  activity  is 
reflected  in  the  improvement  of  the  health  of  the  people  we 
serve.
